Old-Time Extravagance. 


} 



People had big fortunes, and built fine 
houses, and gave swell dinners, and drank 
old wines, and were liberal with their 
money, before Vanderbilt, or Stewart, or 
Sharon, or the bonanza kings were 
thought of. Why, what is Stewart, or 
Belmont, or Flood, or Mackey, or the 
Marquis of Westminster, to Ptolemy Phil- 
adelphus, of Egypt, who amassed a little 
property of S3o0,000,000? And which of 
our extravagant young ladies in these 
boasted times, ever gave her lover, as 
Cleopatra did, a pearl dissolved in vine¬ 
gar (or undissolved) worth ^400,000?— 
Then there was Paulina, one of the ion 
in Rome, who used to wear jewels when 
she returned her visits worth $800,000.— 

' They boast of Stewart’s marble palace, on 
Thirty-fourth street and Fifth Avenue. 
We do not suppose this house, which is 
about the best they have in Kew York 

cost more than a million or SO of dollars.’ 

Cicero, who was a poor man, gave $150,- 
000 for his house, and Clodius paid $650, 
000 for his establishment on the Palatine] 
while Messaia gave $2,000,000 for the 
house of Antony. Seneca, who was just 

a plain philosopher, was worth $ 120 , 000 ,- 
000. Tiberius left a property of nearly 
$120,000,000.. Now we talk of a man’s 

failing for ft Blillion, as if it irere a big 
tbing. Cffisar, before he entered anj of- 
fice—when he was a young gentleman in 
private life—owed $14,000,000. Marc 
Antony owed $1,500,000 on the Ides of 
March, and he paid it before the Kelends 
of April. That,was xmthingj he squan¬ 
dered $720,000,000 of the public money, 
his latest defalcation being for the con¬ 
temptible sum of $450,000. And these 
fellows lived well. Esophus, who was a 
play actor, paid four hundred thousand 
dollars for a single dish. Caligula spent 
four hundred thousand dollars on a sup¬ 
per. Their wines were often kept for 
two ages, and some of them were sold for 
twenty dollars an ounce. Dishes were 
made of gold and silver set with precious 
stones,! The beds of Heliogabulus were 
of solid silver, his tables and plates were 
of pure gold, and his mattresses, covered 
with carpets of cloth and gold, were stuff¬ 
ed with down from the wing of the par¬ 
tridge. It took eighty thousand dollars a 
year to keep up the dignity of a Roman 
senator, and some of them spent $5,000,- 
000 a year. Cicero and Pompey “ drop¬ 
ped in ” one day on Lucullus—nobody at 
home but the family—and that family 
dinner cost $4000. But we talk of popu¬ 
lation. AVe boast of London and New 
lork. Rome had a population of be¬ 
tween three and four millions. The 
T\oodeu theatre of Scarurus contained 
80,000 seats; the ColiseuK), built of stone, 
,^^ould seat 22,000 more.^ The Circu.s 
^J^favinius ^uld hold 505 Jkk> 

There were in the city 9,0b0public batWis, 
those of Diocletian accommodating .3,200 


Ireland, true to her traditional policy, 
appears to be on the verge of an agrarian 
outbreak. It is not the mere discontent 
of the day-laborers and semi-pauper peas- 
antry, with mud cabins and little patches 
of potato-ground, but of a higher class of 
Irish tenant-farmers, who, for the mo¬ 
ment, from the failure of the crops and 
other causes, are unable to pay their rent, 
and are by no means willing to be ejec¬ 
ted from their homesteads. There may 
be a wholesale eviction of these people, 
but that would but provoke a series of 
agrarian murders, to prevent and punish 
which will require that a large part of the 
country be placed under military occupa¬ 
tion. The landlord’s cruel power of turu- 
ing tenants and their families out of 
doors, and even pulling down their hous¬ 
es, so as to render re-occupation impossi 
ble, must be annulled, or the anti-rent ag¬ 
itation will almost certainly ripen into 
something like civil war.—PhiJ. Press.

theatres, 9,091 baths, 2,300 shops of per¬ 
fumes, 2,026 prisons. As a sett-off to 
Stewart’s “ monumental tombstones,” 
we may merely mention the mausoleum 
of Augustus in the northern part of the 
Campus Martins, consisting of a large 
tumulus of earth raised In a lofty base¬ 
ment of white marble, and covered on 
the summit with evergreens, as in man¬ 
ner of a hanging garden, the whole sur¬ 
mounted by a bronze figure of Augustus. 
At the entrance were two Egyptian obe¬ 
lisks fifty feet high, and all around was 
an extensive grove divided into walks 
and terraces. We have not the heart to 
speak of the Forum Bomanum, the Fo¬ 
rum Julium, the Theatre of Narcellus, the

I^eath’s Dealings. — Three promi¬ 
nent individuals have been taken away 
within the past week, noted in different 
ways, but each famous in his way. Sen¬ 
ator Zachariah Chandler was found dead 
in bed at the Grand Pacific Hotel, Satur¬ 
day morning. The night before he ad¬ 
dressed a large audience. He was born 
in Bedford, X. H., Dec. 10th, 1813, and 
removed to Michigan at an early age. 
He was Mayor of Detroit in 1851, and 
chosen U. S. Senator in 1857, and served 
till 1875. From October, 1875, to March, 
1877, he served as Secretary of the Inte¬ 
rior, under General Grant. He was Chair¬ 
man of the National Republican Com¬ 
mittee. His decisive, outspoken manner 
made him seem a harsh opponent, but per- 
Bonally he was one who won and kept the 
friendship of men of different parties. 
He would have stood a chance, under 
possible contingencies, of receiving the 
nomination for President in 1880. 

Fighting Joe Hooker died at Long Is¬ 
land, Friday last. He was born at Had¬ 
ley, Mass., in 1815, and graduated at 
Vest Point in 1837. He served with 
credit in the Mexican war, and did grand 
service during the late rebellion. Mis¬ 
sionary Ridge and Lookout Mountain are 
the most famous of the many localities 
where he distinguished himself. lie was 
breveted Major General in March, 1865, 
and put on the retired list, with full rank, 
in 1868, since which he has spent an un¬ 
eventful life. 

Jacob Abbott died at Farmington, 
Maine, on Friday. He was born in Hal- 
lowell, Nov. 16th, 1803. He graduated 
at Bowdoin in 1820. He has written 
over two hundred works, which, without 
attaining high literary reputation, are all 
of much excellence, being mostly for 
children, and include the well-known 
Histories and Rollo Books. He was a 
very gentle and good man.

Mr. Whittier’s own statement of the 
origin of his poem of “Maud Muller” 
quoted by a correspondent of the 
Springfield BepuhUcan.

The little incident left its im¬ 
pression, and he wrote out the poem that 
very evening. “ But if I had hatl any 
idea,” be said, “ that the plaguey little 
thing would have been’so liked, I should 
have taken more pains with it.” To the 
inquiry as to the title, Maud Muller, he 
said it was suggested to him and was not 
a selectiou. It came as the poem came. 
But he gives it the short German pronun¬ 
ciation, as Meuler, not the broad Yankee 
Muller.

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The battle of Torgau, fought by Fred¬ 
erick the Great in 1760, is well known to 
have been one of the most murderously 
contested actions which has ever taken 
place, but until lately no trustworthy enu¬ 
meration has ever been given of the kill¬ 
ed, wounded, and missing on either side. 
In the last number of the Militar Woch- 
enhlatt, the organ of the German general 
staff, carefully prepared tables are pub¬ 
lished of the losses suffered by the sever¬ 
al Prussian regiments of ^avalry and bat¬ 
talions of infantry engaged, and from 
these it appears that the fifty-nine battal¬ 
ions which took part in the action, and 
which numbered altogether 26,000 officers 
and men, or about 60 per cent, of their 
aggregate effective. In the hirty-nine 
battalions which fought under the person¬ 
al direction and the immediate orders of 
the king, the proportion of losses was 
even greater, so that, after the action, the 
five battalions of grenadiers had to be 
formed into one battalion, the remnants 
of six battalions of two other regiments 
being also temporarily organized into one 
battalion. Of the 26,000 infantry soldiers 
who went into action, 3,350 were killed, 
7,956 were wounded, and 3,130 were re¬ 
ported as missing. As a contrast to this 
terrible proportion of killed, wounded 
and missing, it may be mentioned that 
the loss at Gravelotte was only 1-llth of 
the whole number of troops engaged on 
both sides, at Worth and Mars-la-Tour 
l-6th, at Spicheren l-8th, at Konniggratz 
1-15th only, and at Magenta and Solferi- 
no 1-llth. 


What a book it is, tl at of the Pro¬ 
verbs!

What shrewd per¬ 
ception of human character under all 
conditions and moods—what comprehen¬ 
sive exhibition of life in its whole com¬ 
pass, and of Divine Providence in its 
moral aims and sure rewards and punish¬ 
ments—what counsels to frugality, in¬ 
dustry, moderation, prudence, benevo¬ 
lence, peace! What varied illustrations 
from man and beast, nature and art!— 
How terse and polished the style! How 
condensed the thought! To think of 
reading the little book through in a day 
would be folly, although its lines may be 
run over in an hour. Each line is a ser¬ 
mon, and gives food for new reflection 
every time we recur to it.

Sea Water Gargle in Chronic Ca¬ 
tarrh. —Prof. Mosler,of Griefswald ,says, 
in the Berlin^Klinische Wochenschriftyihat 
he has for some years most successfully 
treated patients with chronic catarrh of 
the throat by gargling with sea water. 
Special rooms for gargling have been 
erected on the sea shore in some water¬ 
ing places, according to his directions. 
It is, however, essential that the patients 
should be given special directions how to 
gargle. As the affection is generally lo¬ 
cated in the naso-pharyngeal space, it is 
necessary that part of the water should 
come in contact with the nasal cavity. 
In order to attain this, the gargling 
movements must be combined with 
movements of deglutition. A marked 
improvement in the state of the patient 
follows as soon as the latter has acquired 
this pai’ticular art of gargling. ‘

The Model Railway.— There is no link in 
the chain of railway across the American con¬ 
tinent, from the Atlantic to the Pacific Oceans, 
that has played so directly an important part in 
the great continental railroad, as the link of 
five hundred miles composing the Chicago & 
North-Western Railway, from the inter-conti¬ 
nental metropolis—Chicago—to the Missouri 
river at Omaha. In starting westward from 
Chicago, it was the pioneer to connect with the 
Cinon Pacific Railway; it virtually made that 
road practicable, and was substantially the fath¬ 
er of it. It thus earned it well-deserved title, 
“The Old Pioneer."’ That it in a measure ex¬ 
hausted itself financially in its rapid and forced 
construction across the then unsettled but rich 
praries of Illinois and Iowa, accounts for the 
fact that it was for some time as its later day 
and would-be rivals put it, “a streak of rust.” 
Yet its history, on a review, shows it to have 
ever been, as to time and to absence of acci¬ 
dents, a “ Cuuard line” for safety, speed, and 
regularity at terminal arrivals. This may be 
accounted for from its having less gradients and 
curvature than its new competitors to Council 
Bluffs, at the same time being the shorter or 
inside line. It started its trains last from ter¬ 
mini and arrived first. It has ever been the 
most accommodating for the through passenger. 
This much for its past history. 

The last two or three years, in its roadway, 
its rail, its equipment, has witnessed the most 
wonderful change of any road in the east or 
west. It is now the First-Class Railroad; sec¬ 
ond to none, the equal, we think the superior, of 
any, which justly entitles it to the appellation, 
The Model Railroad. Gravel ballast, white oak 
ties, steel rails, stone culverts, iron bridges, first 
class engines, coaches that are airy and elegant 
for comfort, haviug Miller couplings and West- 
inghouses steam brakes, and attached to each 
train is one or more of these marvels of splendor, 
the Pullman Palace Hotel cars, in ichich the 
traveller eats and sleeps in more luxurious apart¬ 
ments than old world potentates ever dreamed of. 
The scientific equipment, the matchless track, 
has won for this road, for its ease and comfort 
that mead of praise, the triumph of art in rail¬ 
way travel. Its praises should be ever sung in 
the far Orient, and especially those near lands 
that owe so much to the continental railroad— 
Colorado, Nevada and California, and the dis¬ 
tant Occident—that all may know of its well de¬ 
serving of the public’s patronage. Quite in 
place will it be here to say, that that much trav¬ 
eled, observant and skillful oflicer of the United 
States Army, Major-General Irvin McDowell, 
in passing over it the other day, on his way to 
San Francisco, was pleased to say of it: “It is 
the finest road I ever traveled on, either in Eu¬ 
rope or America.” The road has additional 
praises to those of its excellence of construct¬ 
ion, natural location, and perfect equipment, 
the esprit du corps of its employes lends a charm 
in their care, attention and gentlemanly de¬ 
portment, which adds the cap sheaf, grace, to 
its material perfection. For the year past it 
was a road without a terminal detention. Its 
greatly increasing through travel and immense 
way business will soon require a double track.— 
Republican, Dec. 1th, 1878.
